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Corsicana City Commissioners Tuesday ap- 


proved an ordinance levying a special 
assessment on water customers, a rate hike by 
Lone Star Gas, and rental of an IBM System-3 
. computer for city billing. 


Commissioners passed the special assessment 


of 25 cents per water customer per month for a 
three month period for use in mosquito control 
during 
the summer. 
Revenue from 
the 


assessment will total approximately $5,500. 


City Manager Jack Russell opened discussion 


of the ordinance, explaining that funds will be 
used to buy larvaecide and spray cans to spray 
along creek areas. Russell said this is expected 
to be more effective than use of the present 
fogging trucks alone. The new assessment is 
planned to begin upon expiration of the special 
garbage assessment at the end of June. 


City Finance and Personnel Director Don 


Lunday spoke to the Commission in favor of 
renting an IBM system-3 computer to handle city 
billing. Lunday said he has examined such 
systems in other cities which use .them suc- 
cessfully. He also explained that adopting the 
new system would entail no increase in city 
personnel. The IBM system would have the 
advantage of four-cycle billing over the two- 
cycle system presently in use. 


City Manager Russell encouraged acceptance 


of the proposal, and the Commission voted 
unanimously for its approval. 


An upward adjustment of 2.5 per cent for 


residential and commercial natural gas service 
by Lone Star Gas was approved by the Com- 
mission on its second and final reading, with all 
Commissioners voting in favor and Mayor Sue 
Youngblood abstaining. 


An ordinance-dealing with the expansion of the 


Plumbing Appeals and Advisory Board to in- 
clude two heating and air conditioning con- 
tractors was passed on the first reading after 
some discussion. 


City Manager Russell told the Cc 


most home accidents are caused by heating and 
air conditioning accidents, and he feels these 
contractors should be included on the Board. If 
the ordinance passes a second reading at the 
next Commission meeting, *Mayor Youngblood 
will make appointments to the Board.

The defendant in a murder case 


which became an issue during the 
May 6 race for the 13th District 
Judgeship has a lawyer now after 
spending nearly three and a half 
months in the Navarro County 
Jail waiting for counsel. 


13th District Judge James C. 


Sewell Thursday signed an order 
dismissing Donald Nicholson as 
defense attorney for Fabian Rios, 
Jr., the man accused of mur- 
dering his wife on Feb. 13,1972. In 
another order, Sewell appointed 
local attorney W. D. Ralston to 
defend Rios. 


Nicholson 
was 
appointed 


March 6 by Sewell to defend Rios 
because the defendant said he 
could not hire his own attorney. 
After learning that he had been 
appointed 
to defend 
Rios, 


Nicholson said he could not and 
would not accept the respon- 
sibility of defending Rios or any 
other person to be tried for a 
death penalty offense before 
Judge Sewell due to the political 
race then in progress. Nicholson 
was an opponent against Sewell 
for the position as 13th District 
Judge. 


After he won the election, 


Nicholson still contended that he 
was not in a position to defend the 
murder case. Thursday, at 11:30 
a.m., he filed a motion in the 
office of the 13th District Clerk 
asking to be removed as attorney 
of record for the defendant. The 
motion stated that the attorney 
"is not engaged in the practice of 
law before this court at this time, 
nor does he expect to engage in 
the practice of law before this 
court in the immediate future." 


The order dismissing Nicholson 


from the case was filed at 11:31 
a.m. Thursday. The order ap- 
pointing Ralston to the case was 
filed at 4:40 p.m. Thursday.

council voted to dispense with the 
reading of the minutes and get 
down

business of 


discussing gas rates, business 
permits, delinquent taxes and 
sewage developments in their 
regular meeting Tuesday night. 


M. J. Kuykendall, service 


representative for the Hubbard 
district of the Lone Star Gas 
Company, was on hand to answer 
the council's 
many questions 


concerning the requested ten per 
cent raise in natural gas rates. 
After clarifying many points 
dealing with the new price fixing 
•arrangement — which allows the 
company to also adjust rates up 
to 65 per cent of the cost change of 
raw gas at the well without 
further agreement by the council 
— Kuykendall was queried on 
many points in connection with 
legalities and stipulations of the 
contract. 


Mayor Raley pointed out that 


while the information sheet 
distributed by Lone Star Gas 
cited 
property 
holdings in 


Dawson amounting to $93,705.12 
as part of the cost of gas services, 
Lone Star is paying city taxes on 
an evaluation of $13,500. Raley 
also quoted a notice he had 
received 
from 
the city of 


Lewisville, which is appealing 
the rate hike, as saying the 
figures given are blown out of 
proportion and requesting other 
cities to appeal the matter to the 
Railroad Commission. 


Kuykendall replied that he had 


been assured the figures were 
correct and would hold up in 
court. The council tabled the 
agreement until a later date, as 
sixty days are allowed before 
action is required by the Railroad 
Commission. 


Raley brought up the fact that 


the city of Dawson at present 
does riot issue business permits. 
He said there is need for these, 
not for the purpose of revenue but 


to give the City a record of the 
businesses being operated there. 
He suggested that the fee for the 
documents be one dollar and they 
be renewed on a three-year basis. 
After discussion the motion was 
raised and passed. 


Another important issue was 


the long list of delinquent taxes. 
Council members 
voted af- 


firmatively on two motions 
concerning the collection of 
these, one dealing with the 
retaining of Robert Jackson as 
city delinquent tax lawyer, the 
other changing the definition of 
delinquent taxes from meaning 
those three years old to those only 
one year overdue. Jackson is to 
receive fifteen per cent of taxes 
collected in return for his ser- 
vices. 


Plans for much work to be done 


to the City sewage system were 
made Tuesday night. Prior plans 
for the completion of a sewer line 
in dow'ntown Dawson were 
changed to accommodate a 
better system. Water Superin- 
tendent W. R. Hale was .granted 
the request made on behalf of a 
resident to have the main sewer 
line extended approximately 100 
feet to tie in with the man's 
mobile home. 


It was agreed to hire a sur- 


veyor to check out the land in 
Farmersville, a predominatly 
black community near Dawson, 
before laying sewer lines there. 
Hale said he had been taking 
estimates of the cost of materials 
required for the project. 


Other matters discussed in- 


cluded hiring summer help to 
mow city property and assist in 
other areas of maintainance, 
adding the cost of mowing 
private lots to the individuals' 
city taxes, and the installation of 
a charge for the removal of dead 
animals from private property. 


The meeting was concluded 


with the agreement to pay all 
City bills without reading them 
individually. The process was left 
up to the secretary.

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Waxahachie 'Gingerbread Trail' 


Offers Antiques, Architecture

WAXAHACHIE - 
Antique 


fanciers and architecture buffs 
will descend in force on this Ellis 
County town today, the last day of 
the fourth annual Gingerbread 
Trail. "Gingerbread" is the term 
used to describe the ornamental 
trimwork found on many homes 
here. The trimwork, with no 
other use but appearance, seems 
to give some of the houses a look 
reminiscent of Hansel and 
Grelel's gingerbread house. 


The trail itself winds through 


town past nearly 80 gingerbread 
houses and many more equally 
attractive modern-style struc- 
tures. The highlight this year, as 
in years past, will be the several 
gingerbread houses open to the 
public. The event is not free, 
however, as the ticket money 
($3.50 per adult for the entire nine 
homes) benefits the Ellis County 
Historical Museum and Art 
Gallery. 


The museum itself is housed in 


a gingerbread house, purchased 
by the county's historical com- 
mittee four years ago to house 
items of interest dealing with the 
county's history. The museum, 
loo, will be open during the trails, 
as will several public buildings, 
including the courthouse, one of 
the most beautiful courthouses in 
the state. 


"Beautiful" would become a 


trite word in this account if used 
every time it applied, since 
Waxahachie is unmatched in the 
"Golden Circle" for its quantity 
of quality architecture. Homes on 
street after street are strikingly 
constructed 
and 
possess 


refreshingly different formats. 
One is neither bored by bricks nor 
worn out by wood, as the builders 
seem to indicate that they were 
more concerned with the over-all 
appearance, not conformity, of 
the various neighborhoods. 


The picture postcard effect of 


the residential area is further 


enhanced by the abundance of 
trees. These are stately old trees 
that frame the residences — 
gingerbread and other — in a way 
that gives each home the at- 
mosphere of a feudal estate along 
with the relief of the welcome 
shade. 


But—back to the gingerbread 


houses. Some of the homes are 
not what the natives call "true" 
gingerbread. These are 
ones 


which have been built since the 
turn of the century, as opposed to 
the authentic gingerbread era of 
the late 19th Century, 


Both types of homes 
are 


beautiful, and some of the non- 
gingerbread houses are said to 
house some of the loveliest an- 
tiques. The promise of seeing the 
antiques usually draws a crowd 
larger than those inspecting the 
architecture. In fact, the antique 
lovers have arrived in such 
droves in past years that the 
antique show on the courthouse 
lawn at the corner of Main and 


Elm is now a major attraction in 
itself. 


This downtown square will be 


the center of trail activities. 
Tickets and maps 
will be 


available at a Chamber 
of 


Commerce gingerbread 
house 


and, as mentioned earlier, the 
courthouse will be open to 
visitors. 


A trip to Waxahachie would be 


a restful way to spend any 
Sunday, especially if one knows 
the back door route into town 
from 
Ennis that avoids 
the' 


congestion of Highway 287. But a 
trip today will provide a special 
treat as you can do more than 
just pass by some of the prettiest 
homes in town. You will be 
welcome, in fact, just as long as 
you do not eat the house — as you 
may well be tempted to do.

ENNIS-The first health food 


store in the "Golden Circle" has 
officially opened its doors with 
grand 
opening 
ceremonies 


featuring City and Chamber of 
Commerce welcomes. Although 
"Nature's Emporium", a health 
food and nutrition center at 205 
South Main, has been operating 
for several weeks, it takes rib- 
bon-cutting scenes to make a 
store opening official, and it got 
the formalities Saturday. 


The store is owned and 


operated by Mrs. Nona Brock and 
Mrs. Doris Brock, both of whom 
have been avid readers of such 
natural food advocates as Adelle 
Davis, Carlson Wade, Linda 
Clark and Gaylord Hauser. In 
fact, upon entering the store one 
can see books by these authors, 
such as Hauser's 
"Look 


Younger, Live Longer". 


Mrs. Nona Brock revealed that 


she first became interested in 
organic foods two years ago when 
given a book on the 'subject. She 
says that the material sounded 
"reasonable" and adds that "if I 
understand it, almost everybody 
should." 


The reasonableness of eating 


only foods without chemical 
-additives and .preservatives led 
both Mrs. Brocks to make weekly 
trips to Dallas so they could stock 
up on natural food, detergents 
and cosmetics. They noticed that 
they were not allergic to these 
natural products and they not 
only felt better but their skin 
looked better as a result. 


Then, still according to Mrs. 


Nona Brock, they saw the need to 
make these products available to 
the people of the Ennis area. 
Asked about this "need," Mrs. 
Brock replied that regardless of 
"how good" one feels a person 
always "needs to feel better." 
She maintains, furthermore, that 
the way one can feel his best is 
the natural way. 


In explaining the difference 


between manufactured and 
natural vitamins, Mrs. Brock 
used the example of Vitamin E.- 
"When someone makes Vitamin 
E, that is all there is 'in the 
vitamin. But when wheat germ is 
compressed into a Vitamin E 
tablet you not only get Vitamin E, 
but also the trace materials in the 
wheat germ." 


With this in mind, Nature's 


Emporium includes such food 
items as 100 per cent whole grain 
flours, cereals, brown rice, whole 
grain breads, raw nuts, sun dried 
fruit and, when the shipment 
arrives, yogurt. At present there 
are few organically 
grown 


garden vegetables in supply as 
Mrs. Brock indicates that people 
now are "not ready for them," 
elaborating that the -small dif- 
ference in price between organic 
and non-organic food causes 
many people to buy the less 
nutritious non-organic foods. 


She also says that some people 


seem reluctant to admit that the 
food they are eating now is not as 
good as it should be. Mrs. Brock, 
who has seen to it that she is more 
informed than the average 
housewife about -the food she 
eats, says that even she was 
alarmed 
by 
the 
recent 


disclosures by the Food and Drug 
Administration such as the 
number of rodent hairs per- 
missible in canned foods. 


Besides the natural foods, 


Nature's Emporium also stocks 
natural sweetening agents such 
as raw sugar, uncooked pure raw 
honey, and blackstrap and 
barbados molasses. Also, in the 
same purifying attitude, the store 
has natural cleaners which are 
100 per cent 
biodegradable, 


containing no phosphates or 
silicates and in strict compliance 
w i t h 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l 


requirements.

Retreat Zoning 
Suit Pending 


The 13th District Court civil 


suit filed by the Town of Retreat 
against W. A. Poe and his wife 
Connie J. Poe, alleging that they 
violated the city's zoning or- 
dinance, is still pending a final 
decision, according to District 
Judge James C. Sewell.

Now, These Blocks Here

Corsicana Student Involved 
In Concrete Research Study 


AUSTIN, Texas (Spl.) - At 


first glance their work may seem 
minor, but research being con- 
ducted by University of Texas 
engineers has the potential of 
saving taxpayers millions of 
dollars a year. 


As an added bonus it is aiding 


in the educational process at UT 
Austin and will provide spin-off 
industry for business. 


The research is designed to 


improve the durability of high- 
way concrete and bridge surfaces 
by putting plastic into concrete. 


"Bridges are made of concrete 


which is a porous material," 
explains Dr. David Fowler, 
associate professor 
of 
ar- 


chitectural engineering. 


"When water seeps into the 


deck of a bridge and freezes, it 
begins to break off chips of 
concrete on the surface. Water 
also carries salts and other 
chemicals which may deteriorate 
the concrete. 


"In many areas of the country 


where salt and sand are used to 
make frozen bridges safe for 
travel, the damage created may 
cost the taxpayer millions of 
dollars a year for resurfacing," 
he says, adding: 


"Not only is resurfacing ex- 


pensive but it means at least part 
of the bridge must be closed to 
traffic. That is not only in- 
convenient but it creates a 
hazard." 


So the idea was conceived of 


filling the pores in concrete with 
plastic. 


Polymer concrete, as it is then 


called, has no air spaces so there 
is no place for water to seep in. In 
addition, it is approximately four 
or five times stronger than or- 
dinary concrete and is more 
resistant to abrasive wear. 


The problem lies in getting the 


plastic into the concrete. 


In the laboratory, concrete is 


placed 
in a 
vacuum 
and 


saturated with the liquid. Then 


the slab is immersed in water to 
prevent evaporation and is 
heated in an oven. 


"This might be a method for 


developing precast polymer 
concrete beams, but our problem 
now is how to make it work on a 
bridge," says Dr. Fowler. 


"We can't put a bridge in a 


vacuum," he explains. "We just 
have to hope the liquid soaks in 
far enough. We have to find a way 
of keeping this very volatile 
liquid from evaporating before it 
hardens since we can't put a 
bridge under water. And we have 
to find a method of heating it to 
the temperature required to form 
a plastic." 


Working on the project with Dr. 


Fowler are Dr. James Houston, 
assistant professor of civil 
engineering, and Dr. Donald 
Paul, associate professor of 
chemical engineering. 


"We work together v/ell," says 


Dr. Fowler. "Interdisciplinary 
studies provide for knowledge 
from several disciplines to be 
brought to bear on complex 
problems." 


Graduate and undergraduate 


engineering students are doing 
most of the actual work on the 
project. 


"The research work these 


students are doing contributes to 
their educational process, by 
putting the;n at the forefront of 
new developments," Dr. Fowler 
says. 


"The graduate students can 


use this research as a basis for 
their thesis projects, and they 
have the added benefit of'being 
paidjor their work," he adds. 


Doing research does not in- 


crease the salary 
of faculty 


members, Dr. Fowler notes. 


At best, he can take research 


relief time which means if an 
instructor spends one-quarter of 
his time for research that part of 
his salary is paid from the grant. 
The other three-quarters of his 


salary is paid by the University 
for his teaching duties. 


"Research does help faculty 


members by allowing them to 
grow professionally. And in turn 
they 
can 
pass 
firsthand, 


knowledge 
of 
the 
latest 


developments on to students in 
their classes," Dr. Fowler em- 
phasizes. 
• 


"We never try to compete with 


commercial laboratories or in- 
stitutions," Dr. Fowler says. 
"Our work is sponsored by UT's 
Center for Highway Research," 
which is funded by the Texas. 
Highway Department and the 
Federal 
Highway 
Ad- 


ministration. We want to coiv 
tribute to the basic -knowledge in 
the field. Then the private sector 
can put this information to use." 


Although the UT research is 


specifically for highway ap- 
plication, Dr. Fowler points out 
•that the technology may be used 
in other areas. For example: 


"In the long term, sections of 


concrete may be polymerized in 
plants and used in building 
materials." 


Whence Named

Ball-Point Pens 


Impetus for U.S. accept- 


ance of the ball-point pen 
was a request during World 
War II by the Army quarter- 
master general for a writing 
instrument that would not 
leak in high altitudes, would 
use a quick-drying ink un- 
affected by climatic changes 
and contain a supply of ink 
that would last a consider- 
able time, according to En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica.
